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Police looking for 
kidnapping suspect

An early morning 
kidnapping has left 
police searching for a 
Montgomery County man 
after he grabbed a former 
girlfriend in Clay City 
The incident began last 
Tuesday morning when a 
female employee of a local 
store was driving to work. 
The Times has decided 
to withhold the victim's 
name until the alleged 
kidnapper is captured. 

Powell County Deputy 
Robert “Rog” Mathews 
said he was notified after 
the Montgomery County 
Sheriff's Office called ask¬ 
ing for assistance. “They 
ask me to locate a red 
1991 Chevrolet S-10 truck 
and we found it at the 
E-Z Stop,” Mathews said. 
“Apparently the truck was 
stolen and the man who 
stole it had kidnapped a 
woman.” 

According to Mathews, 
the victim left her home 
last Tuesday around 6:30 
a.m. to head to work in 
Clay City. Along the way 
she came upon someone 
carrying a piece of metal 
across the road toward a 
barn. The man was her 
former boyfriend, Jason 
Taulbee. He approached 
her car and tied to get in, 


but she drove off. After 
turning onto Highway 
11 she noticed a vehicle 
following her. When she 
pulled into the E-Z Stop, 
Taulbee forced his way 
into the driver's set of her 
vehicle. 

“You can see it on the 
video tape that he slapped 
her, then held her head by 
the hair, pushing it down 
to ward the floorboard as 
he drove off in her car,” 
Mathews said. 

Taulbee then alleged¬ 
ly took the woman back 
into Montgomery County 
and turned onto Pilot 
Knob Road. After driving 
for a while on that road 
he pulled onto a gravel 
road and stopped the car. 
Taulbee then allegedly 
pulled out a large kitchen 
knife and told the woman 
to undress. “She said he 
wanted to see if she had 
any hickies from where 
she had been with other 
men,” Mathews said. 
Fearing for her life she 
complied. She got dressed 
and they drove off. 

Meanwhile co-workers 
were trying to find out why 
she was late and began 
calling her. But Taulbee 
refused to let her answer 
the cell phone. That was

Man who escaped in handcuffs 
caught in Stanton trailer park

A man that police say 
escaped while hand¬ 
cuffed is now in custody. 
Horace J. Napier was 
found hiding behind a 
bedroom door in a trailer 
at Atkinson Trailer Park 
in Stanton last Tuesday. 
Napier had been wanted 
by local police following 
his escape from custody 
back on Aug. 26. 

That incident start¬ 
ed when Powell County 
Deputy Robert “Rog” 
Mathews, along with 
Sheriff Danny Rogers and 
Stanton Police Sgt. James 
Watson went to the old 
Pentecostal church in 
Nada. The old church 
is now being used as a 
home. 

Officers went to the 
residence after receiving 
reports that two children 


living there had not been 
attending school and that 
there may not have been 
any food or water in the 
home. Officer arrived 
with social workers from 
the Cabinet for Family 
Services to check on the 
allegations. 

“We got up here and 
know that Horace had 
several felony warrants 
on him, so we placed him 
under arrest,” Sheriff 
Rogers said at the scene 
last month. “We placed 
him in the cruiser, hand¬ 
cuffed behind and began 
to search the home. But I 
think he may have talked 
one of the kids into open¬ 
ing the door.” 

A search of the home 
found that some of the 
allegations were cor¬ 
rect. “There was no food 
or water that I saw in 
there,” Rogers added. 
“But we found a bunch of 
pills. I had been told they 
were selling (drugs) out 


of here.” 

“It was bad. There was 
no food, no running water, 
no electricity,” Mathews 
added. “The bathroom 
had been used and not 
flushed; there were pills 
and needles on the win¬ 
dow sills. He (Napier) 
was wanted initially for 
absconding from Drug 
Court. Now he has the 
other charges as well.” 

Police received a tip 
that he was in a trailer 
at the trailer park visit¬ 
ing with friends. Officers 
went to the home and 
after receiving permission 
to search the home found 
Napier hiding behind a 
bedroom door. 

Napier is charged with 
escape, two counts of 
endangering the welfare 
of a minor and theft by 
unlawful taking. “That 
was for the cuffs he had 
on when he escaped,” 
Mathews said.

Sons murder trial 
moved to Feb. 13 

CCVFD Chief trial set for Nov. 7

Two high profile cases 
were in Powell Circuit 
Court last Wednesday for 
pretrial hearings. One 
case has a trial delayed, 
while the other has a trial 
date already set. 

Accused murderer 
Woodie G. Sons, Jr. was 
back in court last week. 
Sons and his attorney, 
Lisa Whisman, had asked 
the court for a speedy trial, 
while the Commonwealth 
Attorney, Darrell Herald, 
has been advising the 
court that the lab results 
are not in yet. All that has 
changed. 

The DNA evidence 
reportedly is now in, but 
the defense needs time 
to sort through the evi¬ 
dence and have their own 
experts look at it. At least 
that was the consensus 
reached in the court pro¬ 
ceedings last week. “The 
defense has the right to 
an analysis of the results 
and a right to prepare,” 
Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher said as he 
spoke in open court and to 
those in the gallery. “I try 
not to put them (trials) off 
too long. We've done the 
right thing, I hope you 
understand.” 

Whisman waived 
Sons right to a speedy 
trial so she could bet¬ 
ter prepare for the trial. 
All sides agree that the 
delay was “of no fault 
of the Commonwealth.” 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Darrell Herald had no 
objection to moving the 
trial back, but asked 


that it be no later than 
February. 

Sons has been charged 
with the brutal beating 
and stabbing death of 
Charles Maggard on Dec. 
14,2010. Police and prose¬ 
cutors say that Sons went 
to Maggard’s home look¬ 
ing for drugs and when 
Maggard said he did not 
have any Sons killed him. 
Prosecutors have also 
said that robbery was also 
involved in the crime. 

Sons has already had 
his bond lowered from 
$775,000 cash to $25,000 
cash or property. But if 
he were to make bond he 
would basically be under 
house arrest as he would 
have to wear a GPS moni¬ 
toring device. He would 
only be allowed out if the 
court allowed, such as for 
court appearances or drug/ 
alcohol testing which he 
would be required to do. 

As of yet that bond has 
not been paid. 

Fletcher set the next 
pretrial hearing to be held 
on Nov. 16. Sons trial has 
now been set for Feb. 13. 

In another high pro¬ 
file case, embattled Clay 
City Volunteer Fire Chief 
Richard Rogers was also 
back in court. Rogers has 
been indicted on two sep¬ 
arate cases. Now his trial 
date has been set for Nov. 
7. 

The first indictment 
states that on Dec. 23, 
2010 Rogers “obtained a 
fire truck of a value of $500 
from the Powell County 
Fiscal Court upon an 
agreement that he would 
use the fire truck for the

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Several thefts solved after 
constable helps a friend

If you have a scanner you hear it 
everyday Or if you just listen at the 
grocery store you will hear about thefts 
and burglaries. In the past few years 
they have been on the rise and locally 
the trend seems to be climbing. But a 
recent break helped local police to solve 
several burglaries. Now four Powell 
County men are in jail and are facing 
several charges. 

Powell County Deputy Robert “Rog” 
Mathews reported that Kentucky State 
Trooper Brandon Eversole was work¬ 
ing a case of a stolen ATV from the Mt. 
Park Dragway. While investigating the 
case Powell County Constable Charles 
Begley was helping a friend from Estill 
County try to find stolen items from 
their home. 

As the investigation continued it was 
discovered hat the night before the ATV 
was stolen the keys had been left in the 
ignition during an event held there. 
Two men, Brian Daniels and Terry 
Don Tharpe, were there and allegedly 


took the keys. Kyle O’Hair and Kelly 
Maloney allegedly joined the two men 
the next day and the ATV was taken. 

Meanwhile at the residences of David 
and Mike O’Hair in Estill County they 
reported an industrial mower as well as 
several tools were missing. The investi¬ 
gation led police to the home of Kathy 
Thacker on Furnace Road where the 
ATV and industrial mower were found. 
“They apparently sold the items to 
Thacker,” Mathews said. 

Daniels, Tharpe, O’Hair and Maloney 
were all charged with theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking. Thacker was charged with 
receiving stolen property in both Powell 
and Estill County. 

But that was not all for O’Hair. He 
allegedly took some power tools, gener¬ 
ators and other items then sold them at 
pawnshops in Powell and Montgomery 
County. He has also been a suspect in 
several other burglaries where several 
thousands of dollars of tools and even a 
shotgun were taken. 

Daniels, Tharpe, Maloney and Thacker 
are all under a $2,500 cash bond. O'Hair 
is under a $2,500 surety bond and is 
now under house incarceration. 


Forest Service looking for volunteers

These plants 
are highly aggressive, 
and they often out-com- 
pete our native plant pop¬ 
ulations. 


“We will work to remove 
as many invasive plants 
as possible,” said Taylor. 
“One particular target 
species is Chinese silver- 
grass, which grows along 
roadways and in other 
open areas.” 

Volunteers should bring 
gloves, water and food 
for the day. The Forest 
Service will provide shov¬ 
els, rakes and hardhats 
for each participant. 

Volunteers will meet 
Forest Service personnel 
at the Grays Arch Picnic 
Area at 9:30 a.m. An 
introductory training ses¬ 
sion will be conducted for 
volunteers in the identi¬ 
fication of invasive plant 
species targeted for erad¬ 
ication. The remainder 
of the day will be spent 


pulling or digging the 
invasive plants by hand. 
The effort is expected to 
end around 3 p.m. 

The National Public 
Lands Day began as an 
annual event in 1994. 
This event has inspired 
a new generation of vol¬ 
unteers committed to 
service on public lands. 
NPLD encourages volun¬ 
teers to explore and enjoy 
America’s great outdoors.

benefit of the Clay City 
Fire Department and 
sold the fire truck with¬ 
out any authority to do 
so.” The indictment goes 
on to say that Rogers 
“intentionally dealt with 
the proceeds as his own.” 

The second indict¬ 
ment lists four counts. 
Two counts were for 
third degree possession 
of a forged instrument 
and two counts were for 
theft by deception. In 
one scenario the indict¬ 
ment says Rogers “pos¬ 
sessed a forged invoice 
in the name of Rogers 
Plumbing.” With that 


count was a charge of 
theft by deception when 
Rogers allegedly obtained 
$800 “by creating the 
false impression that 
a water leak had been 
repaired by a plumber.” 

The other charges 
state that Rogers had a 
forged instrument from 
WSF Fleet Services 
and claims that Rogers 
“obtained $9,152.28 from 
the Clay City Council 
by deception by creating 
the false impression that 
equipment and/or train¬ 
ing had been purchased 
for the Clay City Fire 
Department.” 

During the pretrial 


hearing last Wednesday 
Fletcher set Nov. 7 as 
Rogers trial date. Last 
month it was reported 
that an agreement may 
be reached, however that 
apparently has not mate¬ 
rialized as of press time. 

Rogers has been under 
a court order since June 
28 not to have any contact 
or “conduct no further 
business” with the Clay 
City Fire Department 
or “any Powell County 
fire department” until 
the current situation 
and charges have been 
resolved. Failure to fol¬ 
low the order could result 
in contempt charges.

I've always heard to be 
careful and think things 
through twice. It has 
something to do with 
having two ears and one 
mouth. That way we can 
hear twice as much as 
we should say. In short, 
listen well. 

The Powell County 
Fiscal Court decided 
earlier this year to opt 
out of the FEMA Flood 
Plain Plan. They did it 
as part of a "new busi¬ 
ness" item at a meeting, 
before word could get out 
to many residents. 

In fact I took some 
heat because the paper 
did not warn the public. 
I couldn't, I didn't get 
any warning either. It 
appeared to us that it 
was a done deal. 

They even as far as 
to send in the letter to 
FEMA opting out and 
stated they understood 
the consequences. I 
believe they think that 
FEMA will not just leave 
us high and dry (pardon 
the pun) if we suffered a 
devastating flood. 

Apparently they have 
not been paying atten¬ 
tion to the news. FEMA 
is going broke and the 
Disaster Mitigation Act 
of 2000 made it clear 
that local goverments 
needed to act. 

Now sure we under¬ 
stood that many people's 
insurance went up. In 
a tough economy, bud¬ 
gets are tight and that 
put a hardship on many, 
we feel for them too. We 
even understood that 
FEMA should have come 
in here and looked at the 
property as well. 


But now the other 
shoe is falling. Residents 
are receiving letters 
from insurance compa¬ 
nies that either will not 
cover flood insurance in 
the county (the cities are 
OK, they kept the FEMA 
Plan). 

Banks and other finan¬ 
cial institutions are also 
notifying residents that 
they could lose a home 
because part of the loan 
agreement was that 
flood insurance had to 
be maintained. 

Since opting out of 
the plan, that option is 
going away. Opting out 
may mean the county 
has to wait two years 
to get back in. Look at 
what happened to the 
Northeast recently and 
hope it never happens 
here. 

I don't have all the 
answers, never claimed 
to have them. But as I 
write this column the 
fiscal court is prepar¬ 
ing to meet on Tuesday 
(Sept. 13) and they know 
this subject is coming up 
again.

The Powell County

the Lions. Lewis County 
had defeated the Pirates 
each of the past two sea¬ 
sons and were looking to 
make it three in a row. 

The field was a bit on 
the wet side due to the 
rain from last week. Both 
teams would have to hold 
on to the ball in the slick 
conditions. 

But it was the Pirates 
that slid into the win col¬ 
umn with a 25-6 victory. 

The Lions got the ball 
first and fumbled on the 
third play giving the ball 
to the Pirates. 

Powell was unable to 
move the ball and had to 
punt. The Lions moved 
the ball down the field 
into Powell territory but 
once again fumbled giv¬ 
ing the ball to the Pirates.

The Pirates began to 
move the ball and marched 
into Lewis County's end 
of the field but would 
stall and turn the ball 
over on downs with three 
straightpossessions. Lew¬ 
is County in the mean¬ 
time fumbled the ball to 
the Pirates and Kienan 
Tiller intercepted a pass. 
Lewis County dominated 
the first half but had only 
a 6-0 lead going into half¬ 
time. 

Powell would have 
the ball to start the sec¬ 
ond half. Lewis County 
pinned the Pirates at the 
25 yard line with a good 
kickoff and the Pirates 
would begin from there. 

Powell would put togeth¬ 
er a good drive using up 
over eight minutes of the 


third quarter, but once 
again the Pirates would 
not be able to convert on 
fourth down, giving the 
ball to Lewis County. 

Powell's defense would 
stop the Lions and force a 
punt.

As the summer gar¬ 
den season nears an 
end, don't let your guard 
down. Keeping up with 
a few basic chores can 
improve your landscape’s 
beauty and reduce your 
workload next season. 

Continue weeding. 
Removing weeds now 
before they go to seed will 
eliminate hundreds of 
weeds next season. De¬ 
stroy invasive weeds, 
those that have gone to 
seed and perennials that 
may root in the compost 
pile. And mulch the soil 
if you haven’t already 
done so. 

Keep watering new 
plantings, stressed and 
young plants, evergreens, 
and moisture loving 
plants as needed through¬ 
out the fall. Water thor¬ 
oughly and whenever the 
top few inches are crum¬ 
bly and slightly moist. 
Check my plant guide for 
more specifics on your 
plants watering needs. 
Properly watered plants 
are better able to survive 
the rigors of winter. 

Reduce future work¬ 
loads and improve your 
garden’s health and 
beauty. A layer of shred¬ 
ded leaves, evergreen 
needles or woodchips will 
help suppress weeds, con¬ 
serve moisture, moderate 
soil temperatures, and 
improve the soil as they 
decompose.

Encouraging word: A Special Song of Praise 


Sometimes during a ordinary trip an unex¬ 
pected event of unusual magnitude occurs and 
becomes so significant that it forever overshad¬ 
ows the actual purpose of the trip. As a result, 
lesser things are pushed into the background 
or completely forgotten, and that one thing is 
remembered. 

On Sept. 13, 1814, Francis Scott Key, a thirty- 
five year old attorney from Washington, made 
an overnight trip to Chesapeake Bay near Fort 
McHenry to visit the British fleet. His purpose

William Beanes, a civilian prisoner of war held by 
the British. 

During the night that Key expected to be peace¬ 
ful, the British attacked Fort McHenry, and there was little rest for Key. As the 
night hours passed, “the rocket’s red glare and the bombs bursting in air gave 


proof” to Key that “our flag was still there,” and on Sept. 14,1814, “by the dawn’s 
early light,” he saw the flag of the United States waving in the early morning 
breeze and knew that Fort McHenry had withstood the British attack. 

Key “was so moved” by that experience that “he vented” his feelings by writing 
a poem that he called “The Defense of Fort McHenry.” That poem was published 
in a Baltimore newspaper on Sept. 20, 1814. 

Immediately, the poem became popular, and it was renamed “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” Soon after it was published, the poem was set to music and adopted as 
a national anthem by the army and the navy of the United States. Then, 117 
years later in 1931, by an Act of Congress, it became the national anthem of the 
United State of America. 

An anthem is “any song of praise or joy,” and a national anthem is “the official 
national song of a country.” On Sept. 14, citizens of the United States of America, 
“one nation under God, indivisible, with liberty, and justice for all,” can stand 
erect with pride in their hearts as they celebrate the 197th anniversary of the 
writing of a special song of praise.
